There can be no doubt that the 
local shops reap a rich harvest (and 
incidentally pay more income tax) from 
these “‘ swallow ”’ visitors.

The other afternoon ine manager of an 
Excise bonded warehouse conducted me 
through the various vaults where spirits 
and wines of all deseriptions were 
thaturing. The floors of the vaults were 
earthen and there was a peculiar damp 

our in the atmosphere, There were 
thousatids of casks of Itish whiskey stored 
in tiers. Every cask was marked with a 
serial number and the year of distillation, 
1 noticed some casks of whiskey bearing 
that hallmark of perfection ' 1910.” My 
conductor informed me that those twenty 
years’ old casks contained a liqueur 
whiskey which was as mild and as mellow 
as nectar. I learned that spirits matured 
in dark and damp warehouses lose their 
strength, but maintain their original bulk. 
Spirits aged in dry, bright warehouses 
have plenty of kick, but while they retain 
their alcoholic strength they lose their 
bulk rapidly. The ideal whiskey is, I 
believe, a blend of both varieties. 


Busy Customs Officers. 


. It is only during the holiday season that 
one realises the serious inconvenietice 
which the Customs’ examination of 
baggage causes. This is particularly the 
case with regard to cross-Channel pas- 
sengers.. People who have had a rough 
crossing are in no mood to face with 
equanimity the prospects of opening and 
closing their luggage. The majority of the 
officers are tactfu and sympathetic, and 
they endeavour to be as perfunctory as 
ossible where tourists are concerned, 
lowever, the average tourist is not likely 
to convey contraband to the well-protected 
Free State, but he is sometimes annoyed 
when he is asked if the overcoat he is 
wearing is a new one, After all, most 
Britishets like to wear new clothes when 
they are taking a holiday, and they are 
not exactly pleased when they distover 
that this old English practice is regarded 
with suspicion by the Free State Customs.

get i FING FoAL ON 
GROWTH-A ABITS. 

On June 9th, when engaged in net fishing 
along the Irish toast, near Balbriggan, Mr. 
Christopher Tuite, of that town, captured a 
sea trout, to which was attached a silver label 
bearing the number 8,444. The label was 
sent to tlie Office of the Department of Lands 
and Fisheries in Dublin. Inquiries made by 
that Department show that the trout was 
captured in the River Esk, which flows into 
the Solway Firth, on the 26th Apfil last, by 
officers of the Fishery Board for Scotland, The 
silver label, bearing the number 8,444, was 
attac’ed to one of the fins of the fish, and it 
was then liberated, At that time it weighed 
11 ounces. When recaptured near Balbriggan 
it is stated to have weighed 1jlb., so that 
between the 26th of Apri and the 9th June, 
a period of, just over six weeks, it travelled a 
distance of at least 160 miles, and put. on 
weight to # remarkable extent. 

AN OPINION MODIFIED. 

The method of marking fish by means of 
labels has been in use for some years, and it 
has thrown a great deal of light on the rate 
of growth and migrations of a number of 
different kinds of fish, The opinion has long 
been held that sea trout. unlike salmon, tend 
to femainy during their life in the sea, in the 
estuary and on the adjacent coast, in close 
proximity to the river in which their early life 
has been passed. ~The investigations now 
being carried out by the Fishery Board for 
Scotland will, donbtless, have the effect of 
modifying this opinion, since a number of sea 
trout, marked in Scottish waters, have re- 
cently been recaptured on the ‘Dutch and 
Danish coasts, 

A large number of salmon are at the present 
time carrying similiar numbered labels affixed 
to them by the Department of Lands and 
Fisheries, and small rewards are paid to 
captors of such fish who furnish accurate in 
formation concerning them.

Referring to the, Calmette-Guerin 
method of vaccination, Mr. Watson said that, 
after study over a period of fivé or six Years, 
he was unable to substantiate the claims 
made for it as an efficient means of protec- 
tion against bovine tuberculosis. 


SCIENTIFIC FEEDING. 


The problems of various cattle and sheep 
diseases were discussed at sectional meetings. 

Mr. I. J. Bosworth, Assistant Director at 
the Institute of Animal Pathrlozy, Cathindge, 
speaking on blockleg, said that very réliable 
methods of immunising animeis against this 
disease were now available. The value of 
ageressin was now gereraty recognised, and 
this product had béen used on a very large 
seale with satisfactory résults, It had proved 
itself suverior to the vaveines. prévidlsly em- 
ploved on account of its absolute safety and 
high immunising value. . 

Professor G, H. Hart, of the University of 
California, said that the iivestock indystries 
now recognised the: importance of feeding 
animals scientifically. Animals dévénding ón 
natural vegetation on the range or farm fre- 
quently did not lrechive all the six groups of 
essentials for an adequate diet.  Theréfore 
the study of the bést use of the naturel vege- 
tation and efficient supplementing of it with 
proper wutrients had proved of the greatést 
advantage. ' 

Pvefessor K. Léturd expressed, the view that 
in spite of the progtess which had been 
achieved daring the last century, the art of 
feeding animals to the best advan would 
not be-comnlété until scientific experiments 
had ben carried to & suecéssful conclusion.

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tion immediately after birth and feéding with 
milk free from bacilli; and, in the second 
place, propér ‘vaccination with Calmeétte- 
Ciuerin, which resulted in the production of 
specific resistance against natural infection. 

Me Bx 4 Watson, of the Research 
Institute, Department of Agriculture, Quebec, 
declaréd that, though new knowledge was 
heing gained, tuberculosis infection and_pre- 
vention still remained one of the most difficult 
problems within the sedpe of preventive 
medicine. Referring te the Calmette-Guerin 
method of vaccination, Mr. Watson said that, 
after study over a period of five or six Vears, 
he was unable to substantiate the 
made for it as an efficient means of protec- 
tion against bovine tuberculosis. 


SCIENTIFIC FEEDING. 


The problems of various cattle and sheep 
diseases were discussed at sectional meetings. 

Mr. T. J. Bosworth, Assistant Director at 
the Institute of Animal Pathology, Cathbridge, 
speaking on blockleg, said that very réliable 
methods of immunising animais against this 
disease were now uveilable. The value of 
iggressin was now gerweratly recognised, and

The tota] number of unemployed in 
Great Britain exceeds two millions.

The Horse Show.

Alas for the 
vanity of human wishes! Yesterday morn- 
ing broke in dismal downpour. Through- 
out the morning heavy showers swept the 
Show grounds, and, although the after- 
noon was comparatively fine, the skies 
threatened heavily, and just before six 
o'clock a torrent of rain cleared the 
grounds in “ record ” times As a result 
of the wintry outlook, “ Ladies’ Day ” lost 
much of its charm. The confections of 
Grafton street and the Rue de la Paix were 
left at home, and mackintoshes, umbrellas 
and even fur coats were worm generally. 
Nevertheless, the day was a great success.

Evicted Cats. 


The wholesale transportation of a thou- 
sand wild sheep from St. Kilda, which we 
noticed recently, finds a parallel in the 
task that faces a department of the 
Italiay. Gov «ument. For many years—it 
may be for centuries—a multitude of cats 
has swarmed in the sunken Forum of 
Tr.’an. Their traditional right has been 
recognised by generations of Roman 
citizens, who hitherto have seen no reason 
why the animals should be molested. Now 
the hand of authority hus gone out against 
them The Forum of Trajan has been 
‘cleaned up ” and more or less restored. 
and henceforth will be one of the Principal 
thow places of Roman antiquities. It is 
felt that the presence of the cats, which 
might be endured in a slum neighbourhood, 
would be incongruous in a scene of classic 
splendour. The cats, therefore, must go ; 
but the problem of their removal presents 
difficulties. It is far from easy to capturo 
one cat, but to capture an unruly mob oí 
some hundreds seems to be a tremendous 
problem. Apparently, once caught, they 
will be dumped en masse into a motor-lorry 
which will transport .hem to a new home 
in the suburbs. We must presume that 
strict watch will be kept both on the 
journey and afterwards: for the homing 
instinct of the cat is almost proverbial, 
and the.slightest relaxation of vigilance 
might fill the streets of Rome with a host 
of returning exiles. The cit.. on the 
whole, is amused by «the , rospect of a 
“- round-up,” but animal-lovers, says the 
Rome Correspondent of The Times, are 
alarmed for the future happiness of the 
dispossessed cats. Their fears are 
diminished only by an assurance that the 
Society for the Protection of Animals will 
afford every hospitality to the cats, which, 
in consequence of the change, will cease to. 
be dependent on casual charity, and will 


become honoured pensioners of the Italian

Out of Action. 


It seems that the day of the “ crock ™ is 
drawing to a close. The British Ministry 
of Transport announces that no person in 
control of any vehicle “ shall permit it to 
be in any street within the London traffic 
area in such a condition that it breaks 
down.” With saperb disregard for logical 


subtleties, the regulation adds that it 


shall be the duty of the person in charge 
of a broken-<lown vehicle to remove. it, 
On a close examination the rule is 
revealed as a sentence of outlawry. on all 
‘‘erocks ’’ ; for who can forecast the hour 


at which his time-scarred vehicle will 
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gasps?) Henceforth every car within the 
London traffic area must be sound in 
every respect, and, to ensure such sound- 
ness, every owner who is not wealthy 
enough to employ a chauffeur must be 
himself a competent mechanic. The lot 
of the unfortunate who breaks down in a 
crowded street will be trebly hard. 
Already it is indignity enough to endure 
the jeers of the newsboy and the recrimi- 
nations of the drivers in the rear. To be 
compelled to push one’s own crippled ear 
to a haven of safety is added torment ; 
but the imposition of a fine will crush the 
victim utterly. A test case will be 
needed before it can be ‘seen how 
stringently the new law will be carried 
into effect. Let us hope that the first 
scapegoat will be an omnibus or some 
similarly large vehicle. The spectacle of 
a driver and conductor summoning 
reluctant assistance to move their un- 
wieldy derelict will repay London's 
motorists for the regulation’s general in- 
convenience.

BRITANNIA WINS 
HER 200TH RACE.

HIS MAJESTY AT 
THE WHEEL. 


FATAL RESULT OF 
A COLLISION. 


On the second day of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron Regatta at Cowes yesterday the 
King, on his racing cutter Britannia, 
went triumphantly across the ~ finishing 
line, and recorded the two hundredth 
victory, which had eluded him since 
Saturday. “ 

An accident came at the very beginning 
of the day. Lulworth: and Luoilla were in 
collision, and within three minutes Lucilla 
was at the bottom of the Solent. «It was 
at first thought that all the crew had been 
saved, but later it was announced that 
William Saunders, of Burnham-on-Crouch, 
the steward of Lucilla, had been either 
killed by drowning or struck on the head 
by falling gear and washed overboard. 
Efforts to recover his body have so far been 
unsuccessful. Saunders leaves a wife and 
five children. 

SPECTATORS HORRIFIED. 

Lulworth had been engaged in the 21-24- 
metre class, which was eventually won by 
Britannia. The yachts had gone round, the 
Solent buoy, and were returning westward 
when the accident happened. The boats 
for the 12-metre class were at the starting 
line waiting for the ‘‘ off ’’; Lucilla was 
second in the line, and Lulworth was 
coming along behind the others in her 
race. i 
The spectators were horrified when they 
saw that a collision was inevitable. Lul- 
worth appeared to strike Lucilla some- 
where amidships, there was a tearing of 
timber, and the two boats could be seen 
locked together. Lulworth’s bobstay had 
pierced Lucilla, and this seemed to keep 
her afloat for a minute or two. The crew 
of Lucilla could be seen scrambling on 
Lulworth, which had also lowered a boat. 

LUCILLA GOES DOWN. 

The end came suddenly. The two 
yachts turned to windward, and for a few 
yards drifted. westward still locked 
together. Then they parted, and the 
crowd watched the drama with fast-beating 
hearts and saw Lucilla go down bow first, 
with her mainsail still up. A° moment 
later she had dnepnened Standing at 
the entrance to the Royal Yacht Squadron, 
Mrs. Lewis, wife of Mr. J. Lauriston 
Lewis, owner of Lucilla, who was at the 
wheel, witnessed the accident. Lulworth, 
with her flag half-mast, went to her moor- 
ings. 

Mr. Lewis, when he came ashore, said to 
a reporter: “ It is difficult to tell exactly 
what happened. There’ were only thirty 
seconds to go before the “off.” Lulworth 
struck us somewhere amidships, and we 
began to sink almost: immediately. We 
all scrambled aboard Lulworth, and I was 
hoping that everybody was saved. Then 
we found that poor Saunders was missing. 
There were seven on the yacht—myself, 
my two guests (Lieutenant-Commander 
Nichol and Squadron-Leader Hopcroft), 
and four of the crew.”’

HISTORY OF TRE BRITANNIA. 

The King’s racing cutter, Britannia, has 
had a romantic career, and.one which has 
laid hoid of the imagination of: yachtsmen 
the world over. She was built for. King 
Edward when Prince of Wales in 1893, in 
which year she was the champion cutter. 
Then, in 1897, they thought she. was out- 
classed and out-built. For some years she 
was laid up, but later there came a return

It seems probable that complete 
ment will be reached between the Irish 
railway companies and the railway trade 
unions upon the machinery for negotiating 
the settlement of wages disputes. 

In April, 1929, four of the Irish railway 
companies—the Great Southern, the Great 
Northern, the Londonderry and Lough 
Swilly, and the Sligo, Leitrim and 
Northern Counties ailways—gave a 
year’s notice that they intended to with- 
draw from the machinery of negotiation 
which was established by joint agreement 
between ' the companies and the trade 
unions some years ago. 

A NEW SOHEME. 

Several meetings took place between the 
companies and the unions, as a result of 
which a sub-committee representing both 
sides was appointed to draft a new scheme 
for the negotiation and settlement of wages 
and other disputes relating to the rail- 
ways. 

Yesterday the sub-committee’s scheme 
was submitted to a joint conference of the 
companies and the unions, and it is under- 
stood that a substantial measure of agree- 
ment was reached. Only one.point remains 
to be decided, and to consider this another 
joint conference will be held next month.

DRUMM BATTERY. 


THE EXPERIMENTAL 
STAGES.

“There will be no big test of the 
Drumm battery coach for a week or ten 
days yet,” the Irish Times was informed 
yesterday by an official of high standing, 
‘‘ and we would like to correct a popular 
misconception as regards this coach. 

“ Within the last week all kinds of 
rumours and statements have been mooted 
abroad about it, many of which have 
been entirely misleading, and it is best 
that at this. point the whole position 
regarding the battery and the experi- 
mental. coach should be made clear. 

‘‘In the first place, both the battery 
and the coach are simply in the experi- 


mental, stage, and the immediate implica-- 


tion ó be taken from that statement is 
that tests are ‘being made and observa- 
tions taken of the performance of the 
battery and coach in order that Professor 
Drumm himself, and the engineers and 
officials associated with him, might estab- 
lish the success or mon-success of the 
battery, gauge its. possibilities, find out 
its defects; and then go ahead to improve 
and perfect. This is exactly what is hap- 
pening. at present. For one week now 
these tests have been carried on, and I can 
say that, without the shadow of.a doubt, 
the results have been splendid, and our 
hopes have been more than justified. 

“The ordinary man in the street does 
not realise the immense responsibility 
that rests upon Professor Drumm and 
those working with him; for the utmost 
care must be taken not to raise unjustified 
expectations and false hopes. At the 
moment we ar) engaged in testing out 
the battery on the coach for the purpose 
of finding out if it is capable of being 
used for railway traction purposes, and | 
am pleased to say these tests have shown 
that it is suitable for that work. That, 
in a way, is the first thing we set out 
to discover. Of course, we cannot say 
finally until the, battery has been tested 
out drawing a train with a full load of 
about four hundred tons. 

“ Again, I must point out that this 
experimental coach is not a battery loco- 
motive in that sense. It will be at least 
a couple of months before the tests on 
this experimental coach are concluded 
and before any bigger tests can be con- 
sidered and undertaken. 

““On every day this week the usual tests 
will be carried out and the usual short 
runs made, but, as I have already stated, 
no long runs or big tests will be made 
until the full battery has been installed 
in the coach, and that will not be for a 
week or t a days yet.” 

Yesterday further tests, which were con- 
sidered satisfactory, were carried out on 
the Drumm Battery. The coach on which 
the experiments are being made left the 
works at Inchicore, Dublin, and a jour- 
ney was made to Hazlehatch. During 
the trip a speed of 40 miles per hour was 
attained. The coach carried a few

PROBLEM OF WORK.

According to the 
official memorandum laid before the 
Standing Finance Committee at Simla, 
the number of representatives of British 
India coming to England was originally 
estimated at fifty. Twelve places were 
reserved at that time for the Indian 
States, and this figure is now regarded 
as inadequate. On the other hand, Mr. 
Macdonald stated in the House of Commons 
that, in composing the British delegation. 
his mind was playing round a number of 
three or four from each of the Opposition 

arties ; and Lord Burnham, in the debate 
in the Lords, pleaded only for a total of 
no fewer than twelve, which comes to the 
same thing. But to conceive of the

A POOLING PLAN. 

The Times Correspondent at Canberra 
telegraphed yesterday: Sir Otto Niemeyer 
attended the final meeting of the Federal 
Loan Council this morning, when the 
respective loan programmes of the Com- 
monwealth and the States were discussed 
with a view to reconciling them in con- 
nection with the balancing of the various 
budgets. 

At the end of the sitting of the Loan 
Council, the Prime Minister, Mr. Scullin, 
announced that the primary business of 
considering the tentative plan for pooling 
the London credits of the Commonwealth 
Bank and trading banks to meet oversea 
payments due by Australian Governments 
had resulted in the uranimous adoption 
of the plan, which would come into force 
in September. 

It is expected, he said, that oversea 
requirements for interest and services of 
the Commonwealth and State Govern. 
ments and semi-Governmenta! authorities 
will be approximately £36,000,000 a vear. 
This amount will be paid to banks in 
Australia for the provision of an equiva- 
lent sum by banks in London. The Loan 
Council expresses its appreciation of the 
co-operation of the banks in assisting the 
Governments to meet their serious 
exchange difficulties oversea, and it will 
support the banks in their endeavour to 
control the market for oversea exchanze.

ls ER’S BATTLE | 


ITH CYCLONE, 


sÍ IRISHMAN DROWNED. | 


A Waittered steamer is berthed in the Royal 
Albert Docks, London, after enduring three 
days of a ninety miles per hour cyclone in t 
Pacific on her home from New Zealand. 
During the gale her chief officer was washed 
overboard and lost, and five members of her 
crew were injured. 

The steamer, Tainui, of 9,965 tons, belongs 
to the Shaw, Savill and Albion Co., Ltd., of 
Leadetihall street, London. She left  Auck- 
land. on June 28 for London, with 67 
passengérs and a valuable cargo. Six days 
after leaving Auckland she ran mte a tertilic 
cyclone. 

Captain Clifton Mogg, the commander, said 
that the accident occurred at 8.20 p.m. on 
July 4. Mr. Seddall, the chief. officer, was 
working at the head of his men at No. o 
hatch to secure the steel ensitigs ‘ covering 
the refrigerator pipes, already damaged by 
heavy water, when an enormous sea swept 
across the ship. It took away the pipe 
casings, Wreaking the pipes, stove in No, 3 
hatch, flooded the passenger accommodation, 
and washed all hands away. 

“When it cleared off and we were able 
to take stoek,’’ he said, “it was found that 
five men were injured, two seriously, and 
that Mr. Seddall was missing. It was con- 
sidered too dangerous to round the ship to 
in the sea then running, apart from the 
fact that it was quite dark, and that the 
missing man would by that time be about 
three. miles astern.’’ 

Mr. Seddall, who was a native of Northern 
Ireland, commanded a minesweeper daring 
the Great War, and was twice mined and his 
vessel blown up. Each time he was pickesl 
up safely. He had seen considerable service 
with the Tainui.

SIX HUNDRED HORSEMEN 
ATTACK POSTS. 
From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
ANGORA, Wednesday. 

Six hundred Kardish horsemen, led by 
a prominent tribal chieftain named 
Hatcho, have crossed the Turco-Syrian 
frontier, and have attacked Turkish posts 
in the districts of Urfa and Mardin. The 
taiders are stated to have distributed 
pamphlets among the inhabitants urging 
them to rise against the Turks and free 
Kurdistan from their yoke. 

On the Persian-Irak frontier strong 
forces of Turkish regulars are patrolling 
the country, which is comparatively quiet.

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POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS. DAIRY. 


FEEDING FOR EGG PRODUCTION: 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Trá 
V’imes, the Poultry Correspondent. says :— 
Three feeds a day will be enough for the 
earlier:hatched, and ‘four for the later. 
The soft food may, he made. of a mixture 
af two parts, by measure. of ground oats 
or catmeal, one part bran, one part maize 
meal, and two parts of pollard. If the 
ground is very dry, and the birds. not 
obtaining. mpch insect food, about 5 per 
cent. of prepared meat or ‘meat meal 
should, be addéd. and also’ for those in 
anv way -confined. <A. little bone meal 
will help the formation of étrong” bones. 
‘Two. feeds of corn may be given, con- 
sisting of whet. oats and crushed maize : 
equal euvantities of the two first and half 
of the latter. Grit, green food-and water
